we had a particularly strong case, since the release of these Officers was 
based on individual performance. The Acting Director concurred. In 
connection with the assignment of officers of the Armed Forces to CIA 
Mr. Kirkpatrick noted that in going over the Exit Interviews of such 
officers, it was most evident that a too-high percentage were leaving with 
an unfriendly attitude toward the Agency, and recommended that the Deputies 
read a selected number of these interviews with a view to rectifying this 
situation in their respective offices. General Cabell approved and stated 
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Colonel White (Continued): 
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he too would be interested in reading some of these reports. Mr. 
Kirkpatrick suggested it would be helpful for these people to meet the 
Director and his Deputies in order to learn that they were welcome 
expected to become an integral part of the Agency. General Cabell agreed 
to this and said that in addition, members of the armed services assigned 
here should be included in discussions of Agency problems brought to his 
attention and with which they might be concerned and are knowledgeable.
